announced at the state department after 
the return of Secretary Hay from the 
cabinet meeting that instructions have 
been sent to 
United 
States Minister 


Bcauprc nt Bogota, (assuming that he 
has not left the capital yet,) mid to Mr. 
Ehitnan, the United States vice consul 
at Panama and now acting coiipul there 
to inform the governments of Colombia 
and Panama respectively that the do 
facto government is recognized. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO CONSULS. 


The following telegram was sent by i 


the state department today to Mr. Ehr- 
man, the acting consul general of the 
United States at Panama: 


'The people of Panama have appar- 


ently unanimously dissolved their rela- 
tions •with the republic of Colombia and 
assumed their independence. When you 
are satisfied that, a de facto government, 
Republican in form and without sub- 
stantial opposition from it* own people, 
has been established in the state of Pan- 
ama you will enter into relations with 
it as the responsible government of the 
territory nnd look to it for all due ac- 
tion to protect the person? nnd proper- 
ty of citizens of the United States, and 
to keep open the isthmian transit in 
accordance with the obligations of ex- 
isting treaties governing the relations 
of the United States to that territory." 


Immediately afterward nn instruction 


was sent by telegram to Mr. Beaupre, 
the United States minister at Bogota 
in the following terms: 


"'The people of Panama having by an 


apparently unanimous 
movement 
dis- 


solved their political connection 
witji 


the republic of Colombia nnd resumed 
their independence and having adopted 
ft government of tlieir own. Republican 
in form with which the government of 
the United States of America has enter- 
fd into relations, the president of the 
United States in accordance with the 
ties of friendship which have so long nnd 
so happily existed between the respec- 
tive nation* most earnestly commends 
*.o the governments of Colombia nnd of 
Pnnnma the peaceful and equitable set- 
tlement of nil question* fit 
insuo 
be- 


fween them. He holds that he is bound 
not merely by treaty obligations but by 
the interests of civilization to see that 
the peaceful traffic of t'.ie world across 
the Isthmus of Panama slnill not long- 
er be disturbed by 
Unnooossnry 
civil 


wars." 


The decision to recognise the de fneto 


government of Pnnnnm was arrived at 
after a protracted session of the cabinet 
today a-t which -very member wns pres- 
ent but Secretary Root and Kwrofnry 
Wilson. No other subject was consider- 
ed. The1 president 
emphasized the im- 


portance, of recognition of the de facto 
government. With the 
withdrawn! of 


the Colombian officials the isthmus w«s 
left entirely without a government un- 
Ir-s? that established by the secessionists 
should be recognized and this step seem- 
ed necessary for the trnnsnetion of (he 
routine business of the United States on 
the isthmus. 


So for practical purposes-the separa- 


tion of Panama from Colombia is com- 
plete and is likely to be permanent ao- 
cording to the official' belief here. It. 
was authoritatively statoel t.odiiy, that 
though the recognition of the new re- 
public is oi a business character at first. 
consisting of authorisation throughout 
our consul officials on the isthmus to cio 
business with the new government as 
they 
did with the Colombian . govern- 


ment, this will in due time be followed 
hv full political recognition. This hit- 
ter form of recognition will be deferred 
until the government at, Panama 1ms 
taken more regular form. It. is presum- 
ed here that the juntn will very soon is- 
sue .1 call for H convention which will 
adopt a constitution and .provide for the 
Rclectio-n of u president. Then it will be 
in order for ministers to be appointed 
between the two countries, the United 
States and Panama, which will consti- 
tute full political recognition of the new- 
State. Th'at condition will enable the 
conduct of negotiations that may br nee- 
cssarv to tho successful 'execution of the- 
project of tho United States for the con- 
itructfon of the iathimuu canal and it is 
n certainty that existing concessions will 
not sufTor.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


THE MOST IMPORTANT

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 7.—A confer- 


ence to review the work to be done at 
the extra session of congress and to'dis- 
cuss matters of legislation during the 
regular session was held at the White 
House today between President Roose- 
velt and Senators Allison of Iowa, Al- 
drich of Rhode Island, Cullom of Illi- 
nios, Platt of Connecticut, Hale of Maine 
and Spooner of Wisconsin. The confer- 
ence lasted over an hour, but it was 
stated by the senators on leaving the 
White House that the exact form of 
legislation to put Cuban reciprocity in- 
to effect had not been decided upon. 


In view of the prompt notion of the 


administration in recognizing the new re- 
public of Panama u, was stated that no 
legislation to put Cuban reciprocity in- 
solutely necessary, although it might be 
desirable to give the president author- 
ization to conduct canal negotiations 
with the new republic. An indorsement 
by congress of the president's action in 
recognizing the Republic of Panama may 
take the form of providing diplomatic 
agents for the hew'republic. 


The question of' financial legislation 


was discussed but no conclusion looking 
to a change of the general understand- 
ing that no general financial legislation 
will be undertaken at the called session, 
was reached.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The United 


States government has recognized the de 
facto government of Panama. It was 
announced at the state department after 
the return of Secretary Hay from the 
cabinet meeting that instructions have 
been sent to United 
States Minister 


Beaupre at. Bogota, (assuming that he 
has not left the capital yet,) and to Mr. 
Ehrman, the United States vice consul 
at Panama and now acting consul there 
to inform the governments of Colombia 
and Panama respectively that the de 
facto government is recognized. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO CONSULS. 


The following telegram was sent by 


the state department today to Mr. Ehr- 
man, the acting consul general of the 
United States at Panama: 


"The people of Panama have appar- 


ently unanimously dissolved their rela- 
tions with the republic of Colombia and 
assumed their independence. 
When you 


are satisfied that a de facto government, 
Republican in form and without sub- 
stantial opposition from its own people, 
has been established in the state of Pan- 
ama you will enter into relations with 
it as the responsible government of the 
territory and look to it for all due ac- 
tion fco protect the persons and proper- 
ty of citizens of the United States, and 
to keep open the isthmian transit in 
accordance with the obligations of ex- 
isting treaties governing the relations 
of the United States to that territory." 


Immediately afterward an instruction 


was sent by telegram to Mr. Beaupre, 
the United States minister at Bogota 
in the following terms: 


"The people of Panama having by an 


apparently unanimous movement dis- 
solved their political connection 
with 


the republic of Colombia nnd resumed 
their independence and having adopted 
a government of their own, Republican 
in form .with which the government of 
the United States of America has enter- 
ed into relations, the president of the 
United States in accordance with the 
ties of friendship which have so long and 
so happily existed between the respec- 
tive nations most earnestly commends 
to/the governments of Colombia-nnd of 
Panama the peaceful and equitable set- 
tlement of all o.uentions at 
issue be- 


tween them. He holds that he is boimrl 
not merely by treaty obligations but by 
the interests of civilization to see that 
the peaceful traffic of the world across 
the Isthmus of Panama shall not lonp 
cr be disturbed by 
unnecessary 
civil 


wars."

The decision to recognize the de facto 


government of Panama was arrived at 
after a protracted session of the cabinet 
today »t which every member was pres- 
ent but Secretary Root and Secretary 
Wilson. No other subject w«s consider- 
ed. The president 
emphaoized the im- 


portance of recognition of the de fncto 
government. With the 
withdrawal of 


the Colombian officials the isthmus W«B 
left entirely without a government un- 
less that established by the secessionists 
should be recognized and this step seem- 
ed necessary for the transaction'of the 
routine business of the United States on 
the isthmus. 


Ho for practical purposes-the separa- 


tion of Panama from Colombia is com- 
plete and is likely to be permanent nc- 
cording to the official- belief here. It 
was authoritatively stated tqclny, that 
though the recognition of the new re 
public is of a business character at first 
consisting of authorization thrdiiphoul 
our consul officials on the isthmus to do 
business with the new government as 
they did with the Colombian . govern- 
ment, this will in due time be followed 
by full political recognition. This )at 
tcr form of recognition will be deferred 
until the government at Panama has 
taken more regular form. It is presum 
cd here that the junta will very soon is 
sue a call for a convention which wil 
adopt o constitution and .provide for the 
selection of u president. 
Then it will be 


in order for ministers to be appointee 
between the two countries, the Unitcc 
States and Panama, which will const! 
tute full political recognition of the ne\i 
State. Th'at condition will enable the 
conduct of negotiations that may be net; 
essary to the successful execution of the 
project of tha United States for the con 
gtmetiom of the isthmian canal and it is 
n certainty that existing concessions wil 
not suffer.

It 
is not known how the firc'-startcd. 


Supt. Turner gave his life for his men. 


He was at breakfast and partia,Hy dress- 
ed when the alarm came. Dashing into 
the house in his shirt sleeves with an- 
other miner whose name has not been 
learned, Turner made his way into the 
main tunnel. 


In the first attempt made the party 


brought up live bodies. The second time 
they did not come out and were later 
brought out dead by the resellers. Turn- 
er was acknowledged as.the leading au- 
thority on Cyaniding in America. Turn- 
er, who was nearly thirty-six years old 
had a foreboding that ho would die be- 
fore he reached this age, as a brother, 
Frank Turner, met a violent death in 
Arizona some years ago when just 25.

STORM'S STRANGE RESULT. 


Yesterday noon and for the preceding 


twenty hours a fierce wind from the 
north fanned, the waves and currents of 
the hike into a seething foam. Durin. 
this storm, and it was a furious one, the 
lake gave up thousands of good healthy 
frogs measuring all the way from three 
to six inches long. Every time a wave 
•would break on the sands a thousand 
frogs seemed to be forced ashore. This 
was repeated until the beach all the 
way from the light house to the city 
limits was alive with frogs jumping up 
and down on the sands like so many 
Kansas grass-hoppers. 
They seemed to 


enjoy their snnbath with much delight, 
and every wave brought re-c^iforcements 
until there wore thousands of these am- 
phibiriiiK animals having a gala time all 
amoug tliomsolvrs. 


FROGS FOR 
EVERYBODY. 


Tt wasn't long before men. women and

A PI,AS FROM KANSAS. 


After hearing so much of the bless- 


ings o{ an asset bank currency, of the 
necessity for devices by which the. cur- 
rency may be expended automatically, 
of the wonderful mysteries of high fi- 
nance through means of which thous- 
ands are made to pay millions, it is no 
surprise to read that a Kansas congress- 
man has devised a new financial plan 
which is asserted is way ahead of any- 
thing those eastern fellows have pro- 
duced yet. 
Congressman CaMerhead is 


the patentee and expects as the season 
opens for financial schemes to induce 
others to support his plans for autonmt- 
ie expansion of the currency, no matter 
how the financial weather is, or consult- 
ing the secretary of the treasury so long 
as the conscience of the hank authori- 
1ies stops at his limit, that of the cap- 
ital stock. 


Tin; Calderhead plan briefly is to per- 


mit all National banks to issue circu- 
lating notes payable on demand up to 
the full amount of their capital stock; 
such notes to be a first lien upon the 
bank assets, and not to require any fur- 
ther guarantee than that of a deposit 
in the public treasury of a sum equal to 
five per cent upon the notes in general 
circulation. This is to 
serve as the 


guarantee fund. 
The tax is arranged 


for this fashion. A tax of one per cent 
per annum when the notes in circula- 
tion do not exceed sixty per cent of the 
capital stock. A tax of two per cent 
v.'hca the notes outstanding exceeds 
sixty per cent and is under eighty per 
cent. \Vhcn the notes in circulation ex- 
ceed eighty per cent of 
the 
capital 


stock, u tax of .six per cent is to be 
paid by ilie hanks. This excessive rate 
after the circulation masses eighty per 
cent, may bf 
1 pro.sumecl to be about the 


limit of the safety valve imagined by 
('f>n<rrcs?man Caldovhead. for the penalty 
of six per cont. is levied should any bank 
p:>ss the eighty per cent, or the capital 
stuck mark. These notes must be re- 
deemed upon demand without any cirt-, 
emnloeiition when presented to the bunk 
of issiie to its agents. 


An added feature is that no national 


bank is to be permitted to pay out over 
its counter any circulating notes of any 
other bank. Nothing can be passed over 
the counter except its own notes, but 
singularly enough it may receive the 
notes of other banks, though only to 
send every such note to the bank that 
issiu-d such or any one of its agents for 
redemption. 
An omission here is that 


no length of time is set in which a bank 
may retain such outside notes for re- 
demption, but such a trifling matter is 
inconsequential. It ought to 
be also 


stated that this bill repeals the present 
provision prohibiting' any 
more than 


the redemption of $3,000,000 in any one 
calendar month. 


Another provision necessary also to 


be stated is that Congressman Calder- 
hi>ad joins in a link with the old green- 
backers in inserting the express provis- 
ion that it shall not be. necessary for any 
b.uik issuing notes under this act, to put 
up national bonds or any other kind of 
bonds for security. This is a 
conces- 


sion to the expansionists of the older 
fashioned variety and a concession to 
the scientific experts of the east who be- 
lieve in an automatic currency. The 
provision of five per cent of each banks 
issue to be kept at Washington is a con- 
cession to prejudices existing, but it is 
noticed there is no requirement as to 
what sort of security this five per cent., 
shall consist of. To make the whole 
thing consistent, the Kansas congress- 
men should provide that this five per 
cfirit may consist of notes of the bank 
depositing. 
Then the thing would be 


- prettily arranged. 


TUB VICTORY OF TUESTJAY. 


Had there been adverse pluralities or 


even 
reduced Republican 
pluralities 


oilier than might have been natural to 
an off year, there would have boon a dis- 
tinct encouragement to the Democratic 
party and all other parties of discon- 
tent.

Ohio people desired the return of Sena- 
tor Hanna to the senate and they 
strongly disapproved of the entre of 
Mayor Johnson in the senatorial arena, 
therefore 
they buckled together and 


in doing up the thing make it strong be- 
yond any peradventure. 


It is true Republicans failed to elect 


their governor in Rhode Island, but in 
that there is no loss, for there was a 
Democratic governor in the chair. But 
a Republican legislature was assured, 
tiiere was no Democratic gain there. In 
other states, in Iowa, Colorado, Nebras- 
ka in the New York local elections, -in 
New Jersey, Republicans held and more 
than held their own. 
If Republicans 


now are so firmly entrenched and that 
too in states once carried by immense 
pluralities for Bryan, there can be no 
questions whatever as to next year. Say 
what they will the victory of Tammany 
in New York in no sense marks any de- 
cadence of Republicanism. New York 
state is strongly Republican ancl as all 
know is carried for Republican state 
arid national tickets despite the most 
colossal of Democratic majorities in the 
big city.

President Roosevelt is off on the race, 
matter. The idea of Senator Gorman is 
that the northern people refuse to en- 
dorse any national provisions looking 
towards the protection of the colored 
race, and that the southern policy of 
denying them everything and hanging 
them on the slightest pretext is the 
right policy. One. of the ugly features 
of these southern men blatting about 
race issues is lugging in the social fea- 
ture of it, alleging friends of the color- 
ed race are desirous of negro equality. 
Of course there is nothing of the sort. 
All the colored citizen wants and all he 
has ever asked for, is full protection un- 
der the laws and enjoyment of a civil 
equality. There is no race issue. But 
Gorman would raise the fires of hatred, 
mnlice, and inspire, if 
he could, 
the 


fears of people indifferent as to think- 
ing for themselves in the matter, the 
beiicf law-abiding citizens are working 
to bring about full social equality of 
the whi,te and colored race. 


This is of course as intelligent people 


well know, a most abominable misrepre- 
sentation. The 
president 
is grossly 


caricatured by men alleging to be gentle- 
men, and his motives wholly construed 
and given a. tinge never intended. The 
Maryland senator may think -his issue a 
good one, but he is going to be badly 
'disappointed 
all 
around. 
Intelligent 


Democrats in the north care nothing 
about the spuming and nasty intemper- 
ateness of Gorman, care nothing at all 
about 
his race issue, and 
if Gorman 


could learn anything, he could not help 
but have discovered if he ever had any 
chances for the nomination at the hands 
of 
his party, ho certainly loot such 


through his very unnecessary alleged 
race issue. There Is no manner of use 
lugging in Tammany in this matter, for 
the New York people are a law unto 
themselves and if they prefer Tammany 
corruptionists to respectable law and or- 
der government, that is their business, 
but it assuredly has nothing whatever 
to do -with any particular choice for a. 
presidential nomination, and it is ccr-, 
tain Tammany has no more reason to 
take to Gorman than has any other set 
of men. 


GAME L.AWS IN THE 


WEST. 


The enforcement of stringent game 


laws among the Indians on -the great 
western reservations may be upon the 
lines of endeavoring to please the east- 
ern sportsmen in the hilnting line, but 
it is not upon the lino of common sense. 
There are many excellent people now 
even in the more effete fiftst who are 
realizing much of this sacredness of 
game preservation is nothing in fact but 
the preservation nnd protection of polit- 
ical game and the people are well taxed 
for it, not directly probably, but this 
same money now paid for hunting li- 
censes and ih court costs would realize 
thousands of dollars that would lesson 
the general taxes by that extent. As to 
these Indians of Wyoming there is no 
question but what they have fractured 
the white man's game laws, but is it 
worth the lives lost, 'people injured and 
cost generally? The stringency of game 
laws in the states is such that the pre- 


serves are in "fact but for the sportsmen 
with ample leisure and money to"have a 
good time, while the land owner, the 
farmer and home liver are denied unless 
paying for license, the right to take 
game upon their own premises. One 
may not even within his own state ship 
game to his home; and the country is 
filled with spies lurking around the de- 
pots to catch some unwary person. 
Lives, are lost annually in the woods 
through the carelessness of these hunt- 
ers, but who cares. Nothing whatever 
is done, or will be done. Thq fact the 
whole game business is not worth the 
twenty to thirty lives sacrificed every 
year, to say nothing 
of the number 


wounded. Again the fact has been as- 
serted despite the vigilance of the war- 
dens, hundreds of deer are taken annu- 
ally on the border line in this state, Wit 
belonging to this state. The game is 
caught in the woods and along the 
streams which -accounts for it likely, the 
poachers shipping through Michigan and 
thus avoiding the vigilance of our war- 
dens .watching the depots instead of the 
woods themselves. But Wisconsin In- 
dians are pretty well trained and there 
is uo prospect of war on the reserva- 
tions. 


MACARONI WHEAT. 


Secretary Wilson with a cheerful dis- 


regard of the complaints of the flour 
mills that macaroni wheat could not be 
ground but with difficulty kept right 
on encouraging its growth and singing 
its praises at every opportunity. 
The 


result is that from a crop of but 75,000 
bushels in 1900 there is a crop of 10,- 
000,000 bushels in 1903. Not so very 
singularly either flom- mills have adapt- 
ed themselves to grinding this 
hard 


wheat, just as the secretary of agricul- 
ture had figured they would and the 
yield of this unexcelled, wheat for stand- 
ing aridity will be. vastly increased with 
every passing year. 


This macaroni wheat is the variety 


used for making macaroni though of 
course used for regular food products, 
and one result will be the establishing 
of plants in" the United States for the 
manufacture of the celebrated Italian 
product. . Aflgther result is that of mak- 
ing availaole'-many thousands of acres 
of land in the, semi-arid districts of the 
great west, this wheat growing well 
with a raiiif/fa-11-'of but ten inches4a year. 


Nothing J->tit the pluck of Secretary 


Wilson could have carried this thing 
through tcwnny reasonable degree of 
success. Through his unceasing labors 
twenty or so flour mills have adapted 
their machinery to grinding this maca- 
roni wheat which is materially harder 
to grind than customary varieties. There 
are no great changes necessary and can 
he readily managed by any flour mill 
desiring to secure new custom or retain 
the old. It is predicted such will be the 
rapidity with which the culture of this 
macaroni wheat rail grow that all flour 
mills in the wheat growing districts will 
be necessitated to have a part of its 
machinery adjusted to grinding this va- 
riety of wheat. 


The opposition of these flour mills

There is, to say nothing of tho family 
hatchet and axe, any nonmber of arti- 
cles that will slay or cruelly wound, 
and. if the law desires to "letter protect 
people, it should remove the 
different 


degrees of guilt or of inunder it 
now 


recognizes. The law proceeds upon the 
cry that crimes are mostify committed 
by processes of incubation,' by conspira- 
cies, and by malace a, pretence, and in 
otic way this is true, but a ^majority nnd 
a large majority of crimes, and murders 
arc not 
commited 
through 
previous 


preparation; but done in moments of 
passion and in which phase the Jaw is 
so kind as to call it manslaughter. 


One who slays another ewen with the 


momentum of a blow, not t>y accident, 
of course, but with the intention of do- 
ing great injury is or should be regard- 
ed as guilty as the one who .prepares to 
do the assassination act and why not. 
Nothing cnn be more certain than that 
if the law recognized no distinction ex- 
cept that of a proven nccMent people 
would be vastly more careful in regu- 
lating their 
murderous impulses. In 


fact the cunning conspirator can easily 
arrange for a murder corrti-nitcd upon 
the plan of a momentary .deadly im- 
pulse and therefore getting off with a 
very few years. All around the perpet- 
rators of capital crimes moiistly escape 
through one means and anolffier permit- 
ted by law.

JUSTICE FOR CtiBA. 


A rumor is circulating that Senator 


Dietrich of Nebraska will head the op- 
position against Cuban reciprocity. He 
is reoorted to have stated he has not 
in any wise changed his hitherto expres- 
sed views opposing any reciprocity with 
Cuba. 
There is in this Cuban matter 


considerations that do not enter into 
the general discussion of reciprocity. 
Generally speaking most people oppose 
reciprocity where one set of manufactur- 
ing interests are injured that another 
set of manufacturing interests be assist- 
ed. Reciprocity should be entirely equi- 
table to every interest that can be con- 
cerned, otherwise it is not a proper reci- 
procity. 
But this Cuban matter is es- 


sentially different. In the flrst place it 
can not be contended that the sugar pro- 
duction of Cuba assisted by a recipro- 
cal treaty would be injurious to our 
sugar planters now especially since the 
sugar trusts have secured the control of 
most of the beet sugar plants. Again it 
must be admitted our trade with Cuba 
so far since the end of the Spanish war 
has been a 
disappointment. Cuban 


trade with the United States has not in- 
creased by leaps and bounds, nothing of 
the sort has occurred. But very likely 
a. reciprocal treaty as has been already 
agreed upon and waiting the action of 
congress that is the confirmation, will 
be the means of greatly helping our 
commerce 
with 
Cuba. But 
anyway 


there is a moral obligation connected 
with this President Roosevelt has so 
ably pointed out and the national honor 
is something to this country. 


THiE REPUBLIC OF PANAMA. 


With due consideration the president 


bos ordered the recognition of the dc 
fncto government of the new republic of 
Panama, and instructions to that effect 
promulgated. The people of Panama 
will assemble in convention 
nnd go 


through the regular forms provided in 
such cases and elect a president and 
congress. It is understood no European 
government will intervene, all recogniz- 
ing that our interests on tho isthmus arc 
paramount to that of all other existing 
governments. The effect upon the canal 
situation is farther along and well in- 
formed authorities believe new legisla- 
tion will be necessary. There are ques- 
tions also to be adjusted as between Pan- 
ama and Colombia, nnd the relations be- 
tween the French canal company :md 
Panama as affected by the change in 
government also to be considered. The 
original grant was given by Colombia to 
the French company and the Spooner 


treaty relates specifically to Colombia, 
and the effects of the shift all around 
must be determined before a new treaty 
with Panama can be entered into. 


All these matters will, of course, be 


adjusted and in the end a canal treaty 
perfected that will be satisfactory to all 
concerned. 


TOBACCO CULTURE;. 


The Eau Claire Leader says: The 


success which has attended the raising 
of tobacco in northern Wisconsin for 
three successive years is bound to lead 
to the most gratifying results. Farmers 
find now that this ig the best paying 
crop they can plant, the net profit being 
fully $70 per acre or fully four times as 
much as they could make on grain. The 
handling of the leaf after it is cured is 
also an industry of great magnitude. 
Thousands of hands are employed at 
such centres as Sparta and Edgerton 
and immense sums are paid out for 
wages. Tobacco is bound to become one 
of the great staples of Wisconsin and 
the most profitable. 


There is no doubt but that the yield 


of tobacco in Racine county could be 
very largely increased. The statistics 
of farm products of this county for 1902 
shows that 10,000 pounds of tobacco was 
produced in the town of Mt. Pleasant 
and in the town of Norway six acres 
was devoted to that article. That this 
yield could not be largely increased does 
not admit of doubt were our agricultur- 
ists to turn their minds in that direc- 
tion. 


THE ENCODHAGEHS OF I/YSCHINGS 


All Illinois judge from his p'ace in 


open court, has presumed to severely 
criticise the action of the governor of 
the state for what he terms unwarrant- 
ed haste in reprieving 
a. condemned 


murderer,. Declares this judge, 
"the 


present governor is doing more than 
anything else in exciting mob law." The' 
case is that of the murderer of McCray, 
a negro who killed Detective Slurpbey 
at Peoria in June last. The excuse for 
the governor as made by the attorney 
for the condemned before Judge Green 
was that he had acted from "humane 
principles, and the court, helpless in the 
matter, gave the defense time to file a 
bill of exceptions. The judge is perfect- 
ly correct. Lynch law is encouraged 
more than all else by the 
absolute 


knowledge on the part of frenzied citi- 
zens that fitting punishment for das- 
tardly crimes and murders is the most 
uncertain proposition going. It is un- 
likely that this particular murderer kill- 
ed his victim upon humane principles, 
but a political, governor can practically 
let loose a bloody wretch on the world, 
for this is what second and third trials 
as a rule, amount to. upon what is pleas- 
ed to be styled humane principles. 


THE SAFE COCBSE. 


The ark of safety for the American 


public school system if the absolute ex- 
clusion of all religious instruction. If

the

generation uttering meaningless twad- 
dle in the Sunday schools. People are 
not in the least deceived, for scores of 
business wrecks occupy the channels of 
the arteries of business life stranded 
through the rapaciousness of those who 
have seized the control, permitted by 
the railroads and the governmental au- 
thorities. 
It is only a difference 
in 


knocking down people and 
slugging 


them into unconsciousness, or taking 
possession of the arteries of trade and 
manufacturing through favored freight 
rebates and business conspiracies. It is 
known that powerful corporations may 
control even courts, but what do peo- 
ple care. 
In the end, however, even 


our taxing corporations, by this, mean- 
ing such as are able to make prices by 
reason of control'of -production, will 
fare far better by reason of fair compe- 
tition.
